3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the legal phraseology such 
as "comprises" or "comprising" often used in patent claims should be avoided in the 
abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1,3-8, 10-11, 13-14 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Aoki et al (JP06-215862). Tetsuo discloses a cooking utensil 
heated for electromagnetic induction heating cooker comprising a container (11) made 
from a first material (par. 0021 , line 3, translation), that has integrated on the outer face 
of its bottom wall a heat distributing or diffusing plate (14) made from a second, 
different, heat conducting material, the outer surface of the bottom wall of the container 
(11) having a series of spaced projections (figure 3b) and in that said heat distributing 
plate (14) is made up of a disc made from a ferromagnetic material (par. 0021 , line 5, 
translation) provided with a number of perforations (15-17) equivalent to the number of 
projections and appropriately distributed to allow the engagement of said disc, backed 
onto said bottom wall, by inserting the lugs through the perforations (15-17), leaving the 
disc attached to the bottom wall by riveting said projections. 
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6. Claims 2,9,12,15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Yokoyama (JP2003061819A) discloses a cooking container.
